WHEAT PRODUCTION

Washington. Sept. 25.—The produc- 


tion of wheat in the principal 
coun- 


tries of the world that raise it, 
is 


estimated to be 4.1 per cent, greater 
this year than last, the total produc- 
tion being estimated at 3,3SO,uOO,iKiU 
bushels, according to a cablegram to 
the department of agriculture 
from 


the international institute of agricul- 
ture at Rome. 


The oats production, estimated at 


3.426,000,000 bushels, is 5.9 per cent, 
less than last; rye. 1.496.0UO.OOO bush- 
els, or 6.7 per cent less: barley 1.225,- 
000,000 bushels, which is 1.7 per cent, 
more than last year. 


The preliminary estimate of corn 


which is given for the United States. 
European Russia, Spain, Italy, Hun- 
gary, proper.

Iowa and Wisconsin suffered 
to the extent of $7.000,000 last year 
from the attacks of common white 
grubs, while the damage to the corn, 
timothy, wheat in 
other 
lowland 


areas of the country north of the Ohio 
from the Atlantic ocean to South Da- 
kota, was at least $5,000.000. so that 
the total loss last year from this cause 
was not less than $12,000.000 accord- 
ing to a conservative estimate made 
by John J. Davis, of 
the 
United 


States bureau of entomology- Obser- 
vations seem to make it certain, he 
says, in reporting his findings, that in 
the northern states the total life cycle 
of this injurious 
species 
is 
three 


years. 
May beetles were 
unusually 


abundant in 1908 and 1911 and 
the 


grubs caused the greatest damage in 
3909 and 1912. He advises farmers in 
the regions infested last year to plow- 
deep this fall, the best time ordinari- 
ly being between October 1 and 15.

Mr. Elkus said he had known Will- 


iam Sulzer for about twenty years. He 
identified a copy of a letter he had 
written Mr. Sulzer on October 4. In 
the letter Mr. Elkus. after congratulat- 
ing the governor-elect upon his nomi- 
nation said: 


"I know congratulations 
are very 


pleasant and very nice, but a cam- 
paign to be successfully conducted re-

Mr. Staunchfield then produced the 


governor's letter in reply. It was very 
brief.

Mr. Marshall was on his feet in an

witness was queried as to his intent 
in making the gift.
